lumehing spparstus. ‘The Soviet Unien, 15 cooperation with the 
vas afforded the United States of the fact thet the maker of sirelics, 
pemaly Se, whieh the Soviet Unies declared were all such missiles 
that it bad imtrodeesd iste Cuba have in fact besa removed fren 
thet island.

TS was contemplated by the above mentioned exchange ef letters 
betveen the President end the Chairman that there wuld be created 
an effective system of international inspection en the island of 
Cubs 60 as to verify the dismantling of the sites amd the resoval 
of the above-mentioned weapoms, as well as to provide sefeguards 
into Gabe. Apert fren the verification procedures above mentioned 
it has not bean possible thus far to effect an izternstional zerifiea: 
tion sywten ca the groumd, partiealarly one such as wuld provide the 
ts against the future maixtenasce and imtrodmetion of such 
weapens in the ialamd of Cuba. 
| the Freatdens of the United States hes stated in his press 
Sates to invade Cube provided much vecgens are not’ eo maintained 
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or introduced in Cubs and provided Gibs itself commits no act of 
aggression against amy of the nations cf the Western Henisphere. Ὁ 
the President of the United States reaffirms his memrtam 
previous statasent in this regard and repesta his assurances that 
the United States has mo intention either to invade er support 
an invasion of Cuba on the above provises. In reaffirming the 
Presidsat‘s statement and the asaurances refemed to above, the 
United states wishes to make it clear, hovever, that pending the 
‘installation of an adequate systen of international or other 
ὧς effective verification on the island ef Gibs te inmoe against 
the maintenance and reintrodiction ef such weapons and weepons 
systeas inte Cuba thet 4 intends to amplcy all means of observation 
end verification of its oum which it has heretofore found it 
accassaty το, ἴα oruec to inmise against this evestuality. 

The Soviet Union, believing that it has substantially comlied 
with the spirit of the exchenge ef commrications between the 
President and the Cnairmen abows referred to, believes that any 
further iaspection, sbeervation or varifilestian is ummeceszary and

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obligations ef any treaty or existing egreazents 
the United States of America or the Soviet Unien is a party. 
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The Preaidant of the Usited Mates ond the Chairacn of the 
Council of Ministers of the Geviet Uniem express the hope that 
the action taken by the United States and the Seviet Union folloving 
the abeve mentioned imaymmties ona ἴα avart 
the threst of war arising from the Gibem aituntion will lead te 
adjest the ars Δ existing between than ead gamerally to 
lessen the taneions which might intueo further danger of wer.
